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FEDERAL COURT BNJOINS UCAPATYA 
HENDERSON LOSES IN COURT 
AND CONVENTION 


MEMPHIS, TENN...Judge John “D, Martin in Federal Court here signed an 
injunction today against the United Cannery, Agricultural, Packing and 
Allied Workers of America, forbidding them from acting in the name of the 
Southern Tenant Farmers’ Union. 


The permanent injunction was granted as a "consent decree® entered 
into between officials of the STFU and UTAPAYTA. 


In the words of the court the UCAPAWA, its agents, servants and em- 
pioyees are “enjoined and restrained from functioning either in person, 
by agent ar deputy, as representatives of the Southern Tenant Farmers’ 
Union, or, directly or indirectly holding themselves out as acting for 
or in the name of the STFU,# 


The decree further recognized that the STFU legally withdrew from the 
UCAPATTA, 


The consent decree followed a conference asked for by officials of 
UCAPAYA who wanted the case settled without « court hearing after their 
series of unsuccessful conventions held in an effort to set up a dual 
union of sharecroppers, The court order represents 2 complete victory 
for the STFU and means an end to Henderson's campaign in the cotton fields.

There wore just a handful of former nbers of the STFU le wy for Mr. Donald 
Hénderson to carry on the formalities of a sduven tion: At its conclusion 
Henderson left town with McKinney, Whitfield and other former members of 
the STFU left to “hold the bag*,
